When the first patch is c^lied, the ranote <BREAK> is automatically encibled 
at start up. If the second patch is aj^jlied instead of the first, HOST 
starts with the remote <BREAK> key disabled. 


To enable the remote <BREAK> key: 

B=213 F=2158F50E CHJ6001818 
To disable the renote <BREAK> key; 

B=213 F=2158F50E 0^6011818 

The above patches are for the 64K HOST.
